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OUTSTAPBIUG  ENTOMOLOGICAL  EEATURES  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  FOR  THE  MONTH  OP  AUGUST.  1925 

The  localized  outbreaks  of  grasshoppers  reported  in  the  last  number  of  the 
Survey  Bulletin  have  developed  to  someiArhat  serious  proportions  in  parts  of  the  Middle 
, Atlantic  and  East- Central  States. 

The  results  of  additional  Hessian  fly  surveys  have  been  reported  from  New  York 
and  Illinois.  The  New  York  wheat  belt  is  much  less  seriously  infested  than  was  the  , 
case  last  year.  In  the  16  counties  surveyed  the  straw  infestation  this  year  is  about 
1.5  per  cent  as  compared  with  5.9  per  cent  infestation  last  year.  In  central  Illinois 
the  situation  is  much  more  serious,  the  infestation  there  being  much  heavier  than 
last  year. 

The  second  brood  of  the  chinch  bug  promises  to  do  little  damage  in  the  Ohio 
River  Valley  and  East-Central  States.  No  serious  chinch  bug  situation  has  developed 
in  any  of  the  important  corn  States. 

Tne  corn  a^in  abundant  over  the  northern  limits  of  its  range, 

being  reported  as  serious  tlian  it  has  been  since  the  last  bad  outbreak  of  1922. 

The  clover  seed  chalcid  is  doing  considerable  damage  in  the  alfalfa- seed- pro- 
ducing sections  of  Arizoria,  as  hi^  as  50  per  cent  of  the  seed  being  destroyed  in 
some  fields. 

Codling  moth  infestation  is  reported  as  generally  more  prevalent  than  during 
the  last  three  years  in  the  East- Central  States. 

Massachusetts  and  Ohio  report  unusual  prevalence  of  the  plum  corculio,  whereas 
reports  from  Georgia  indicate  that  this  pest  is  very  well  under  control  in  that  State, 

The  potato  leafhopper  is  producing  serious  hopperburn  in  the  potato- growing 
sections  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  77isconsin. 

The  Mexican  bean  beetle  during  this  month  has  beoa  found  in  two  additional 
counties  in  southwestern  Pennsylvania.  It  is  now  known  to  be  present  in  five  coun- 
ties in  that  State. 

Boll  weevil  infestations  in  the  infested  areas  have  increased  rapidly  during 
the  last  fifteen  days,  owing  to  general  field  migration.  The  only  serious  inj^rry  so 
far  reported  is  from  southern  Alabama,  east-central  Georgia,  and  the  Coastal  Plain 
sections  of  the  Carolinas,  ' 

Boll  worm  injury  seems  to  be  more  prevalent  than  usual  in  the  Mississippi 
Galley  and  Texas, 
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The  cotton  worm  is  generally  extranely  prevalent  over  the  entire  cotton  Delt,| 
eastn’ard  to  Alabama. 

In  this  nnmher  is  an  interesting  report  from  Porto  Eico  of  a very  serious 
infestation  of  sugarc.ane  by  the  S'jgarcane  leaf  scale. 

In  the  Cape  Cod  section  of  Massachusetts  tlie'eln  leaf  beetle  is  seriously 
bromiing  the  trees  and  in  Fresno  Comity,  California,  the  pest  is  completely  defoli- 
ating all  untreated  trees. 

■file  locust  leaf  miner  seems  to  be  generally  ab'ondant  over  the  entire  eastern 
part  of  the  United  States. 

The  Suropean  earwig  colony  in  Sa.st  Annora,  Hew  York,  is  apparently  spreading.

The  grasshopper  situation  in  British  Cclmibia  is  serious  and  severe  outbrealos 
are  anticipated  in  1926.  From  100  Mils  House  to  Q^iesnel  the  roadside  grasshopper, 
Camnula  'oellucida  (Scudder),  is  extremely  abundant,  and  from  Chilcotin  to  Vernon,' 
grasshopper  outbreaks  are  either  in  progress  or  are  expected  to  develop  next  summer. 

The  western  wheat-sten  sawfly  is  proving  of  considerable  economic  importance 
in  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan  this  year. 

The  European  red  mite  occurred  in  outbreak  form  in  the  Miasma,  district  and 
southwestern  Ontario  this  sijmmer  and  canned  serious  injury/  to  the  foliage  of  Fnrbpean  | 
plums  and  apples.  1 

The  mite,  Tetranychus  telarius  ,Linn'.  has  become  very  numerous  on  hops  at  j 
Sardis,  British  Columbia,  due  to  the  hot  dry  weather. 

The  Hessian  fly  has  been  found  present  over  practically  the  whole  of  the 
Fraser  River  VaAley,  Hew  Brun3mck,from  Fredericton  to  Grand  Falls.  It  wus  also 
noted  at  West  Devon,  Prince  Edward  Island.  The  infestations  were  li^t,  varying 
from  one  to  three  per  cent. 

The  western  lined  J^ine  beetle,  Polyphyl ?.a  decfenlineata  (Say),  is  occurring 
in  serious  outbreak  form  nea.r  Salmon  Arm,  British  Colurfoia,  attadiing  vegetahle's 
and  small  fruits. 

An  additional  outbreak  of ' the  codling  moth  in  British  Colunbis.  is  reported 
from  Gkanag3.n  Centre. 

The  fruit-tree  leaf- roller  has  been  of  very  minor  importance  this  season  in 
the . Hi3.^,ra' district , Ontario',  even’  in  orciiards  usually  subject  to  severe  attack. 

Cutworms  are  reported  as  troublesome  on  truck  crops  in  the  Fraser  River  Valleys 
British  Columbia. 
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The  Colorado  potato  beetle  has  besu  relatively  \?mr;portant  in  northern  ■ 
Saskatchewan  this  , season. 

Potato  leafhoppers  have  been  generally  abimdant  and  injurious  to  potatoes 
in  southwestern  Ontario.

80  acres  of  young  apple  trees  were  heavily  infested  by  Melanoplus 
f emur-rubrum  DeG.  Apple  trees  v?ere  being  completely  defoliated 

and  spots  in  the  alfalfa  field  had  been  eaten  down  to  main  stems.

Oliver  I.  Snapp  (July  14):-  In  several  fields  a.t  Fort  Palley  grass- 
hoppers have  considerably  daira^ged  field  corn.  They  are  more  ab'ond- 
ant  this  yea.r  than  usual. 

T.  H.  Parks  (August  19):  Wet  weather  has  held  the  grasshoppers  in 

the  meadows  and  stubble  fields  so  that  very  little  damage  has  been 
done  to  corn.  Young  clover  and  pastures  have  been  damaged.  The 
grasshoppers  are  nov;  very  abundant  in  alfalfa  in  many  counties. 
Farmers  have  used  the  poiscned-bran  mash  with  fine  success.  Corn, 
clover,  bluegrass,  and  truck  crops  have  beoi  protected  with  it. 

The  insects  are  most  numerous  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State. 

H.  A.  Gossard  (A-ugust  34):  Grasshoppers  in  inj^urious  numbers  have 

been  recently  reported  from  Howard,  Xenia,  Sales ville,  Lewisburg, 
Kent,  and  Akron.  A field  of  alfalfa  at  Salesville  was  reported 
as  almost  rained  and  fear  was  es^ressed  for  the  safetj^  of  all  crops 
on  the  farm.  A peach  orchard  at  Howard  and  a yo'ong  apple  orcha^rd 
at  Xenia  were  also  threatened  with  destruction  by  grasshoppers. 

C.  E.  Cleveland  (August  21):  Reports  from  various  parts  of  the 

State  continue  to  indicate  tliat  here  and  there  grasshoppers  are 
troublesome.  The  county  agent  at  Kokomo  last  week  reported  a' 
serious  infestation  of  grasshoppers  on  clover  and  in  an  adjoining 
field  of  corn  and  requested  a demonstration  of  control.

and  causing  the  b-’onches  to  drop  to  the  ground  to  such  an  extent  thafi 
the  crop  was  being  destroyed.  |l 

J.  H.  I'c.Oolloch  (August  18):  Hew  rs^ports  of  grasshopper  injuiu^ 

have  been  received.  At  Eolla  and  Elkhart  some  damage  has  occurred  ^ 
to  alfalfa.  A farmer  at  Unionto^wi  says  the  grasshoppers  are  ruin-  % 
ing  a young  apple  orchard  by  eating  the  foliage  and  bark.  Hour 
hundred  1-year-old  trees  have  been  injured. 

E.  E.  Scholl  (August  20):  Euring  the  spring  and  early  S’jmmer  of 

this  year  we  had  one  of  the  largest  grasshopper  fi^ts  that  was 
ever  carried  on  by  the  State. 

Arizona,  Hews  Letter  (Tol.  3,  Ho.  6,  June  30):  Euxing  the  month 

of  June  a very  su.ccessful  eradication  campaign  against  grasshoppers 
was  conducted  by  representatives  of  the  office  of  the  State  Entomolo- 
gist. The  hoppers  began  to  be  troublesome  in  the  alfalfa  fields 
near  Gilbert  during  Hay  but  the  peak  of  the  outbreak  came  in  early 
June  and  appeared  to  be  more  concentrated  in  the  Goodyear  and  Chand->. 
ler  districts.  At  the  former  place  the  adult  hopiDers  appeared  by 
the  millions  in  the  large  alfalfa  fields  and  in  several  instances 
moved  into  the  neighboring  cotton  fields.  A number  of  fields  of 
alfalfa  were  so  badly  infested  tha.t  practically  all  of  the  foliage 
was  eaten  off  leaving  only  the  bare  straws. 

L"J3BEH  GIASSHCFPES  (Brachystola  mapcna  Gir.  ) 

J.  E.  Eou^as  (August  22):  The  lubber  grasshoppers , Brachystola 

magna  G*ir. , were  noted  in  great  numbers  crossing  the  Eeming  and 
Lardsburg  highway  for  about  tv;o  miles.  The  area5  being  traversed 
by  the  grasshoppers  v/ere  grazing  lands.

The  same  cornties  as  surveyed  last  ^refiT  were  a^in  surveyed  this 
season.  Last  jepx  this  region  ohowsd  a 5=9  per  cent  infestation 
of  straw,  whereas  this  year  tne  average  infestation  was  only  1,5 
per  cent . 

¥.  P.  Flint  (An gust  IS):  Tb,e  annn.al  wheat  insect  survey  has  teen 

conducted  in  Illinois  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  Augu-st.  Exairln- 
at  ions  were  made  in  37  of  the  principal  wheat- growing  counties  in 
the-  State.  This  survey  showed  a heavy  infestation  by  the  Hessian 
fly  in  wheat  stubble  in  the  central  ccoontiss  of  the  State,  with  a 
moderake  to  light  infestation  in  the  north,  amd  a li^it  to  very 
li^t  infestation  in  the  extreme  south.  Parasitism  varied  from 
12  to  over  50  per  cent.  "yory  little  vokenteer  wheat  was  found 
in  any  part  of  the  State.  Ail  fly  found  were  in  the  puparia. 

In  cent2"al  Illinois  the  increase  in  infestation  is  qiiite  marked 
over  that  of  last  year  with  but  little  change  in  the  nor  thorn  and 
southern  parts  of  the  Stake.  Apparently  emergence  will  take  place 
at  about  the  normal  time  if  the  present  rains  continue. 

W.  McColloch  (August  13):  The  results'  of  a recent  Kessian  fly 

survey  based  on  reports  made  by  601  farters  show  tlia.t  at  least  30 
per  cent  cf  the  total  wheat  acreage  of  ike  State  was  infested. 

Tlie  easteiai  third  of  the  Star-e  showed  infestation  lunning  from  3 
to  over  60  per  cent.  The  heaviest  infhstation  was  in  the  central 
and  west- central  count i£;S  where  the  infestation  ran  from  60  to  as 
hi^  as  9?  per  cerxt.  In  the  eastern,  quarter  of  the  Soate  damage 
ran  from  ' 1^00  to  100,000  bushels  to  the  county,  whereas  in  the 
heavily  infc-sled  region  in  I-iansas  infestation  ran  from  SOOsCOO  to 
oyer  • 1, COG, COG  bushels  to  the  county.  Beports  from  21  counties 
give  a gzand  total  of  6,  533,000  bushels  loss  dde  to  this  infesta- 
tion.

Infestation  in  several 
neari^by  fields  of  late  corn  ran  somewhat  lifter,  averaging  sli^tly 
over  6 per  cent.

CHINCH  BUG  (Blissus  leucopterus  Say) 

T.  H,  Parks  (August  19):  Uith  the  best  prospects  for  a corn  crop  il 

this  State  has  had  in  years  in  northwestern  counties,  the  chinch 
bug  is  scattered  throu^  the  corn  and  making  very  little  impression  '* 
upon  it.  No  damage  will  come  from  the  second  brood. 


W.  P.  Flint  (August  18):  The  weather  of  late  July  and  the  first 

part  of  August  has  continued  favorable  to  ch inch- bug  development , 
whereas  practically  no  damage  will  occur  from  the  second- brood 
bugs  this  year.  Apj^rently  sufficient  ruumbers  of  bugs  will  go 
into  winter  quarters  in  many  sections  of  the  State  to  cause  some 
injury  next  season. 


M.  H.  Swenk  (July  25  to  August  25):  Althou^  the  migration  of  the' 

chinch  bugs  (Blissus  leucopterus ) from  the  small  grains  into  the 
corn  crops  was  largely  over  by  July  10,  and  most  of  the  bugs  had 
gp,ined  their  wings  a few  days  later,  there  were  some  reports  of 
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continued  injury  in  com  and  cane  fields  during  the  remainder  of 
July.  Some  rather  important  injury  of  this  sort  v/as  reported 
from  Fhslps  and  Karlan  Counties,  west  of  the  main  area  of  damage 
as  given  in  my  report  of  July  25,  during  the  last  week  in  July, 

The  second  generation  of , this  pest  is  doing  damage  in  the  corn- 
fields of  southeastern  Lancaster  County  at  the  time  of  the  for- 
warding of  this  report.  lHany  bugs  of  the  second  generation 
have  become  matured  at  this  time. 

COPiT  'EAR  WOKM  (Heliothis  obsoleta  Fab . ) 

New  Hampshire  P.  P.  Lowry  (August  10):  Half  a dozen  larvae  sent  in  from  a 

small  patch  of  sweet  corn.  .This  is  the  first  record  of  this 
species  in  the  State  since  1922. 

Illinois  W.  p.  Flint  (Aug’ust  18):  ' There  has  been  very  little  increase  in 

injury  by  the  corn  ear  worm  during  the  past  m.onth,  a li^^t  infesta- 
tion occu-iTing  in  sweet’  corn  fields,  but  no  very  serious  damage  to 
date.

S.  L.  Chambers  (Aug’rst  20);  Several  ccmplaints  have  been  received 
from  growers  to  the  effect  that  this  pest" has  made  its  appearance 
in  southern  Wisconsin,  but  little  damage  has  been  done  as  yet. 

A.  C,  Mor^n  (August  20):  The  corn  ear  worm  was  quits  injurious 
in  the  buds  of  the  ycur^g  com  in  late  July  at  Clarksville, 

F.  L.  Thomas  (August  19):'  Two  or  5 worms  to  every  head  of  mile,

COPIT  BOOT  WOPIvf  (Piabrotica  longlcornis  Say) 

Nebraska  M.  H.  Swsnk  (July  25  to  August  25):  During  the  last  week  in  July 

we  received  several  reports  of  serious  injury  to  corn  by  the  western 
com-root  worm  (Diabrotica  long!  corn  is)  from  Dundy  County,  in  the 
extreme  southwestern  part  of  Nebraska.  l^iy  fields  were  reported 
as  affected,  the  damage  in  some  cases  being  estimated  as  fully  20 
per  cent  of  the  field  destroyed.  One  seventy  acre  field  was  at- 
tacked both  by  the  western  corn- root  worm  and  the  seed-corn  beetle 
(Agonoderus  pallipes ) , the  latter  also  attacking  the  root  syst^am 
of  the  corh,  and  in  combination  these  two  pests  threatened  to  des- 
troy the  field.  Injury  by  the  western  corn**root  worm  was  also 
reported  from  Kearney  County.  This  pest  as  a rule  is  not  serious- 
ly injurious  so  far  to  the  westward  in  Nebraska. 
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(Ci.rphis  nnionncta  Haw.  ) 

W.  P,  Flint  (August  18):  A small  outbreak  of  amyworras  occurred 

in  the  south-central  part  of  the  State,  “being  confined  largely  to 
Coles  and  Douglas  Counties.  Practically  all  injury  occurred  in 
cornfields,  and  was  not  of  a very  severe  nature;  the  lower  leaves 
were  eaten  from  the  com,  “but  little  if  any  reduction  will  be  made 
in  the  yield. 

COPH  LEAF  (Aphis  maid  is  Fitch) 

M.  H.  Swerl^  (July  25  to  August  25):  During  the  first  half  of 
Augast  there  were  reports  of  a destructive  abundance  of  the  corn 
leaf  aphnd  (Aphis  maid  is ) , working  on  the  corn  tassels  and  other 
parts  of  the  corn  plants,  in  Seward,  Saline,  and  Huckolls  Counties. 

J.  W.  McColloch  (July  30):  Cornfields  in  Reno  County  are  reported 

to  be  rather  generally  infested  by  this  aphid.  In  some  cases  the 
tassel  is  not  amerging  from  the  foot  owing  to  the  abundance  of 
this  pest.

J.  W.  McCoiioch  (August  18;:  A rather  serious  out'oreak  of  the 

cotton  cutworm  developed  in  this  county  (Pdley)  about  August  5. 

In  some  fields  alfalfa  was  held  back  several  weeks.  “v^here  the 
alfalfa  was  in  bloom  the  worms  did  considerable  damage  by  cutting 
off  the  bloom.  Tachinid  parasites  were  very  active  and  from  75 
to  90  per  cent  of  the  worms  bore  eggs.  At  pretsent  (August  IS) 
the  worms  have  nearly  all  disappeared. 

WSSTSEJ  YELLOW- STRIPED  APMYWOB/i  ( Prodeni  a praefica  G-rote) 

A.  0.  Larson  (July  31):  This  insect  was  serious  in  Merced  and 

Stanislaus  Counties  in  1923,  " It  is  becoming  serious  in  Merced 
Comty  this  year,  att&.cking  alfalfa,  beans,  watermelon,  grape- 
vines, arid  young  peach  trees. 

ALFALFA  GATFRPILTAR  { Furymus  eury theme  Poisd.) 

A.  C.  Larson  (July  30):  While  driving  north  through  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  on  July  30  I noted  th^t  many  of  the  radiators  of 
southboimd  automobiles  were  well  covered  with  alfalfa  butterflies. 
This  was  interesting  beca^use  the  butterflies  did  not  appear  to  be 
remarkably  numerous  and  were  not  on  all  the -machines.  A few  were 
flying  about  in  no  definite  direction.  Appa:rently  as  many  were 
going  in  one  direction  as  in  any  other.  This  condition  was  noted 
for  about  75  miles  but  soon  after  I passed  Tulare  2 came  to  a very 
hea^Ty  infestcition  of  the  butterflies.  They  were  literally  swarm- 
ing over  the  alfalfa  on  both  sides  of  the  'hignway.  Here  was  where 
the  automobiles  were  catching  the  butterflies.  Forth  of  Kings  burg 
they  were  again  less  numerous  but  they  were  qaite  noticeable  the 
next  115  miles  or  as  far  north  as  Modesto.

Arizona  News  Letter  (Vol-ume  3,  No,  7):  A noticeable  increase 
of  the  alfalfa  seed  chalcid  fly  has  been  reported  from  the  Y-uma 
district.  Reports  also  have  reached  the  office  that  this  insect 
has  been  very  destructive  to  the  alfalfa  seed  in  the  Chandler 
district  of  the  Salt  River  Valley.

100  acres, 

AEl^WORM  (Cirphis  unipuncta  Kaw, ) 

Philip  Luginbiil  and  T.  C,  Shiver  (A’’igast  31):  A field  of  100 
acres  in  Cong^ree  River  bottoms  about  7 miles  from  the  city  is 
attacked  by  this  insect.  Slight  damage  is  being  done. 

T,  D,  Drbahns  and  assistants  (August  15):  Adjoining  fields  of 
alfalfa  were  cut  and  migration  of  the  worms  to  the  beans  took 
place  destroying  as  much  as  10  acres  of  beans  in  one  ni^t  at 
Escalon,  San  Joaq,uin  County.  Growers  are  using  furrow  method 
and  poioned-bran  mash  for  control.

the  early  part  of  July. 

AFPLE  ELEA  WEEVIL  (Orchestes  pallicomis  Say) 

Indiana  B.  A.  Porter  (August  8):  Most  of  the  weevils  entered  hibernation 

between  July  10  and  15. 

APPLE  APHID  (Aphis  pomi  DeC.  ) 

Ohio  H.  A.  Oossard  ■ (August  24) The.  green  apple  aphid  became  quite 

generally  noticeable  over  the  northeastern  section  of  the  State 
during  June,  July,  and  early  August.  Hundreds  of  trees  in  many 
orchards  were  blackened  by  the  fungous  growth  in  the  honeydew. 

Tliey  were  particularly  noted  at  Ravenna,  Chardon,  Painesville, 
Cleveland,  and  Berea,  They  were  most  numerous  about  the  first 
of  July  and  at  the  present  tine  have  largely  subsided.

E,  Mendenhall  (A.ngast  20):  I find  that  a great  deal  of  apple 

stock  5.n  the  n-urseries.  south  and  ^vest  of  Columhus  -is  infested 
with  the  woolly  aphid,  especially  the  aerial  form. 

CODLIHG  MOTH  ( Carnocapsa  'ooiaonella  L. ) 

T.  H.  Parks,  (August  19):  , The  plm  curculio,  together  with  the 
codling  moth,  is  solving  the  market  problem  of  apples  grom  in 
the  uncared-for  farm  orchard.  Practically  no  unsprayed  fruit 
is  free  from  attack  and  ,the  insect  is  causing  losses  in  some 
well- sprayed  orchards. 

B.  k*  Porter  (August  8):  Althou^  the  codling  moth  got  a late 
start  in  this  section  (Vincennes)  with  reference  to  the  hlooming 
period  of  the  apple»  conditions  since  the  beginning  of  the  entrance 
of  the  worms  into  the  ;fruit  have  been  very  favorable  to  them,  and 
the  iirfestation  in -most  orchards  is  unusually  severe.  A.ccording 
to  banding  records,  there  has  been  no  definite  brea-r  between  the 
first  and  second  broods. 

¥.  P.  Flint  (August  16):  As  indicated  earlier  in  the  summer,  the 

codling  moth  is  more  abundant  this  season  than  during  the  last 
three  years.  Some  poorly  sprayed  orchards  show  a f -airly  hi^. 
infestation,  mainlj^  by  late  vtrorms  from  eggs  which  have  hatched 
during  the  last  two  weeks. 

APPLE  AND  THOEIT  SKELETON  IZER  (Hemerophila  •pariana  Clerck) 

P.  R,  Lowry  (July  29):  Injuring  tip  of  branches  of  nearly  every 

tree  in  an  orchard  at  Hollis. 

A.  I,  Bourne  (August  22):  The  first  moths  of  the-  second  genera- 

tion of  the  apple  and  thorn  skeleton! zer  were  making  their  appear- 
ance about  the  30th  of  July.  We  are  finding  that  the  pest  is 
just  about  as  abundant  as  was  the  case  last  year  at  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  seasonal  developirient . Tlie  ease  with  which 
this  has  been  controlled  has  led  our  leading  fruit  growers  to 
rank  it  among  the  more  or  less  secondary  pests  which  they  have 

to  consider. 

HED-BAl'IDED  LEAP  ROLLER  (Eulia  velutinana  Walk. ) 

B.  A.  Porter  (August  8):  This  pest  continues  to  he  present  in 

most  orchs.rds  in  small  n^ombers.  The  outbreak  at  Vincennes  re- 
ported earlier  stopped  with  the  first  brood,  the  second  being 
present  in  only  very  small  numbers.

A.  I.  Bourne  (August  22):  The  fall  ?/ehwcrm  is  sli^tly  more 

abuLidaiit  than  has  been  the  case  for  several  years. 

C.  E.  Cleveland  (August  21 ):  The  webs  of  this  insect  are  a 

very  common  si  At  on  apple  , trees  and  shade  trees  throu^iout 
those  portions  of  central  and  northern  Indiana  which  have  been 
visited  by  the  writer.  Portions  of  trees  and  branches  show 
considerable  defoliation.  ’ 

YELLOW-IIECKED  CATEEPILLAE  (Batana  ministra  Drury) 

E.  ¥.  Mendenhall  (August  5):  I find  t'nat  Datana  ministra  is 

quite  troublesome  in  a number  of  orchards  in  the  central  and 
southern  portions  of  the  State. 


SAIT  JOSE  SCALE  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus  Corns t. ) 

B.  A.  Porter  (August  8):  Second -brood  crawlers  began  appearing 

about  July  12  at  Vincennes.  The  unseasonably  hot  weather  in 
early  June,  when  the  first  brood  of  crawlers  wa.s  appearing,  ap- 
parently caused  the  pest 'to  multiply  much  fa,ster  than  is  usual 
with  the  first  brood.  Serious  iiif e stations  are  developing  in 
a few  orchards  in  this  section. 


EUROPEAN  RED  MITE  ( Para t e t rany chus  pilosus  C.  & F. ) 

A.  I.  Bourne  (August  22):  The  European  red  mite,  for  some  reason 

or  other,  quite  generally  over  the  State,  has  jumped  ahead  in  its 
abundance  during  lat'e  Julj^  and  early  August.  As  a result,  the 
characteristic  bronzing  of  the  foliage  is  beginning  to  make  its 
appearance  in  very  many  of  our  og'chards.  In  general  the  pest 
is  not  serious  in  orchards  v?here  the  oils  were  thoro\i#-iy  applied. 
It  has  been  the  custom  of  some  fruit  growers  to  skip  some  of  the 
blocks  in  seasons  where  there  is  little  expectation  that  there 
will  be  any  fruit.  It  has  been  noted  tiiat  the  mites  have  gotten 
their  start  chiefly  on  these  trees  which  were  not  given  attention 
at  the  proper  season.

PEACH  TWIG-  BORER  (Anars ia  lineatella  Zell. ) 

A.  I.  Bourns  (August  22).  ^ D.  Whitcomb,  who  is  located  at  the 

field  station  at  Waltham,  reports  the  peach  twig  borer  on  peacli 
in  Waltham  and  vicinity,  which  is  in  Middlesex  County.  He  re- 
ports that  5 per  cent  of  the  twigs  in  some  cases  are  damaged. 
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T.  D,  Urlalnns  (August  19):  Field  observations  for  the  past  tv;o 
weeks  shov/  considerable  loss  to  canning  peaxhes  in  southern, 
central,  and  northern  pea^ch  districts.  Some  orchards  show 
fruit  100  per  cent  infested  where  spraying  was  neglected  an.d 
the  crop  was  li^nt.  Late  peaches  are  more  infested  than  early 
varieties. 

CHI-ULTAL  FHUIT  MOTH  (laspeyresia  molesta  Busck) 

Oliver  I,  Snapp  and  assistants  (July  14):  Fourth- generation 

pupae  are  now  being  noted  in  the  insectary.  There  has  been  no  ■ 
increase  in  the  infestation  at  Fort  VaAle.y.  (Au^-St  15):  Some 
individuo'-ls  of  the  fifth  generation  of  the  Oriental  peach  moth 
have  been  reared  in  the  insectary  at  Fort  Valley. 

B.  A.  Porter  (August  8):  ITo  Oriental  fruit  ivorms  have  yet  been 

found  in  southern  Indiana  this  season.  Occasional  instances  of 
typical  injury  have  been  found,  but  this  m.ay,  of  course,  have 
been  caused  by  the  peach  twig-borer  or  some  other  species, 

SAN  JOSE  SCALE  (Asnidiotus  perniciosus  Corns t, ) 

Oliver  I.  Snapp  (August  15):  This  insect  hn.s  apparently  increased 

very  rapidly  on  peach  trees  since  the  close  of  the  peach- shipping 
season.  V/ earthen  conditions  have  been  favorable  for  scale  repro- 

duction.

SHOT-HOLE  BOPEP  (Scolytus  ruaulosus  Eatz. ) 

. S.  Hou^i  (August  22):  The  beetles  are  breeding  and  spreading 

at  a rapid  rate  at  New  iferket  in  one  large  apple  orchard.  At 
Winchester  cherry  and  peac?i  are  being  attacked  to  the  extent 
that  the  spread  is  from  the  v/eakened  trees  to  hea-lthy  trees. 

Neglect  in  looking  after  weakened  trees  has  resulted  in  the 
present  outbreak. 


PLUM  CUPCTJLIO  ( Conotrachelus  nenuphar  Hbst. )

which  caused  first- generation  a.dults  to  be  late  :'n  emeUt^ing  from 
the  soil.  (August  15):  The  very  dry  and  hot  weather  ha.s  been 

most  unfavorable  for  the  develox^menc  of  adults  in  the  soil,  Tlie 
general  curculio  infestation  in  the  Georgia  Peach  Belt  is  lower 
than  it  has  been  for  seven  years.

Ueevil  infestations  in  the  infested  areas  have  increased  rapidly 
during  the  last  15  days  as  a result  of  general  field  migration. 

The  continued  dry  weather  in  many  localities  has  effected  com5>lete 
weevil  control.  In  Texas  injury  has  been  reported  in  only  a few 
counties  on  or  near  the  coast  in  the  sotitheast.  In  Arlcansas  "spotted" 
infestations  with  injury  occurred  in  only  the  southern  portion.  In 
northern  Louisiana  "spotted"  infestations  occurred  with  severe 
injury  in  many  fields  and  in  the  southern  portion  a high  infestation 
prevailed  generally.  In  Mississippi  injury  has  occurred  locally  and 
largely  in  the  Mississippi  Delta  section,  Tennessee  is  practically 
free  of  injury.  In  northern  Alabama,  northern  Georgia,  western 
©Duth  Carolina,  and  westeria  North  Carolina  v/eevil  injury  has  been 
limited  to  local  areas.  Considerable  injury  has  been  reported  in 
southern  Alabama,  southern  and  eastern  central  Georgia,  the  coastal 
plain  section  of  Scut h2 Carolina,  and  southeastern  and  eastern  North 
Carolina, 

Dr,  E,  L.  Thomas  (August  l4) : Reports  of  injury  from  boll  weevils 
come  from  Port  Bend  and  Brazoria  Counties, 

A,  XJ,  Johnson:  On  August  3 in  four  fields  near  Port  Lavaca  an  average 
infestation  of  42,  5 cent  was  found  and  on  August  12  in  the  same 
fields  an  average  infestation  of  per  cent.

W,  3,  Hinds  (August  I7):  2:To  emergence  from  hibernation  cages  has 
occurred  from  August  l.to  15'  ^<3.  we  have  closed  these  tests  and  are 
now  moving  our  cages*  The  latest  emergence  was,  I bilieve^  on

Sodium  fluosilicate  has  given  serious  burning  on  cotton  when 
applied  with  dew  on  the  Tfoliage  and  appears  to  have  been  con- 
siderably less  efficient  than  calcium  arsenate  so  far  as  boll  weevil 
control  is  concernedi 

Boll  weevil  migration  has  been  under  way  since  about  July  I5  in 
central  Louisiana  and  th^re  hasbeen  no  effective  natural  control 
at  any  time  during  the  season  and  weevils  ha-ve  become  exceedingly 
abundant.  In  spite  of 'this  fact,  the  weevils  have  been  sufficiently 
well  controlled  on  regular  calcium  arsenate  dusted  plats  toD  allow 
fruiting  to  continue  steadily  to  >date  (August  I5) • Practically 
no  fruit  has  been  set  on  unpoisoned  fields  in  the  vicinity  of 
Baton  Pouge  since  about  July  20.  The  setting  of  bolls  has  not 
been  satisfactory  in  this  section  throughout  the  season  and  re- 
gardless of  weevil  infosta'tidn,  spacing,  or  other  conditions.  The 
trouble  seems  to  .be  due  to  a combination  Of  moisture  and  fertility 
conditions  which  have  been  more  favorable  to  vegetative  growth  I 

than  to  the.  setting  of  bolls. 

Probably  the  latest  poisoning  of  cotton  for -weevil  control  in 
the  State  this  season ’is  being  done  in  the  e:^reme  southern  part 
of  the  State.  In  that  section  two  airplane  dusting  units. have 
recently  begun  work  in  the  vicinity  of  Houma  and  south  of  Abbeville, 

B,  R.  Goad  (August  15') : Generally,  the  infestation  has  increased 
during  the  last  I5  days  owing  to  general  field  migration-.  In- 
festations range  from  light  to  complete.  Severe  injury  has  occurred 
in  many  fields  in  Madison  Parish,  . 

Ro  W#  Harned  (August  S).;  During  the  -iveek  which  ended  August  3 
inspect 5)Oiis  were  made  in  I5  counties  on  4S  farms,  Yifeevil  infestations  i 
were  found  on  35  farms.  Infestations  ranging  from  C to  90  per' 
cent  were  found.

of  the  State  and  the  lowest  infestations'  in  the  southern  portions^ 

J,  M*  Robinson  (July  31)*  The  subject  of  methods  for  the  control 
of  tl^  boll  weevil  has  been  one  of  the  outstanding  bits  of 
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correspondence  fcr  the  months  Ihe  worh  of  the  holl  weevil  has  been 
sufficioit  to  cause ’a  great  increase  in  the  active  control  work, 
(August  l4) ; Weevils- are  common  over  the  southern  and  central 
portions  of  the  State,  Damage  probably  3 to  5 per  cent  higher  this 
year  than  last, 

H,  ?♦  Sledsoe  (August  lj)t  The  ayera^  infestation  in  a,ll  experimental 
check  plats  for  the  past  week  was  21,,S  per  cent.  Infestations  ranged 
from  7*7  to  4-7  po:  cent.

The  result  is  that  the  second-brood  weevils  are  finding 
very  unfavorable  conditions  for  breeding,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  fields  of  late  cotton  or  in  the  richer  soils  where  the  plants  are 
still  fruiting, 

J*  -Co  Pepper  and  C*  B*'  Nickels  (AUgust  17)!  the  coastal-plain 
region  bolls  are  being  punctured  heavily  in  undusted  fields  but 
less  in  dusted  fields.  Weevil  injury  is  very  light  in  the  Piedmont 
section,  the  larger  part  of  cotton  being  sufficiently  mature  to

COTTON  APHID  (Anhis  gossvnii  Glov. )' 

Jeff  Chaffin  (August  5)!  Within  the  last  three  weeks  we  have 
received  a very  large  number,  of  complaints  from  cotton  gro^^Ters  all 
over  the  State  concerning  the  serious  damage  that  is  being  done  by 
the  cotton  lice.  They  are  more  numerous  and  doing  a great  deal  mdre 
dainag3  than  in  any  year  in  the. past.  This  can  be  account  ed  for  to  a 


lar^  extent  .‘by  reason  of  tlxe  fact  that  the  State  of  Georgia  is 
dusting  over  50  per  cent  of  her  cotton  acreage  mth  calcium  arsenate 
in  tias  control  of  the  boll  weevil.  Calcium  arsenate  kills  the  lady 
beetle,  leaving  the  way  open  for  the  lice  to  multiply  very  rapidly. 

Vo  Vo  'Williams  (August  17):  Lice  are  noticeable  on  many  plants  in 
most  fields  but  it  is  too  late  for  damage^ 

J.  Me  Hobinson  (July  31)2  Ple^^nt  lice  bn. cotton  have  been  the  cause 
of  inquiries  from  various  parts  of  the  State. 

Lr.  Jo  Wo  J’olsom  (August  15)^  ^^0  serious  lice  infestation.  Lice  are 
comparatively  few  in  numbers  and  most  of  these  are  small  individuals. 

We  E,  Hinds  (August  if):  Ihe  cotton  plant  louse  infestations  have  been 
abundant,  regardless  of  poisoning,  but  apparently  average  considerably 
heavier  on  areas  where  several  applications  of  calcium  arsenate  have 
been  made. 

The  Arizona  Hews  Letter,  Vol,  3?  6,  Phoenix,  (June  3^^)?  ^ 

repo’t  was  received  from  Gila  Bend  that  the  cotton  aphis  was  becoming 
numerous.  A request  was  included  for  leaves  bearing  the  parasitized 
lice  which  wotild  be  distributed  in  the  cotton  fields,  thus  liberating 
the  parasites  as  they  hatched.  Because  of  the  lack  of  such  material 
in  the  Salt  River  Valley  it  was  impossible  to  send  any  relief, 

COTTOiT  ELEA  (Psallus.  serlatus  Reut , ) 

D.  M,  McEachern  (August  14):  Erom  July  6 to  11  six  localities  in 
Georgia^  and  from  July  12  to  23  seven  localities  in  South  Carolina, 
were  visited  to  investigate  the  distribution  and  amount  of  hopper 
injury.  The  only  pronounced  injury  found  was  at  Jefferson,  Ga, , 
and  in  Anderson  County,  S.  C,  Slight  injury  was  noted  in  Eulton, 
DeKalb,  and  Bottom  Counties,  Ga, , and  in  Pickens,  Greenville, 

Elorence,  Eairfield,  and  hershaw  Counties,  S,  C«  The  injury  appeared 
absolutely  identical  with  that  found  in  Texas, 

Mississippi  Clay  Lyle  (July  30)^  cotton  flea,  ^mich  caused  serious  loss 

id  Texas,  Georgia,  and  South  Carolina  last  year,  was  recently  found 
in  Mississippi  for  the  first  time,  when  B,  W.  Grimes,  Assistant 
Entomologist  of  the  State  Plant  Board,  collected  specimens  of  this 
insect  on  two  farms  in  Washington  County,  One  faiTgi.  was  south  of 
Greenville  and  the  other  north  of  Leland  so  that  they  wore  about  I5 
miles  apart.  Only  one  specimen  was  found  on  each  farm,  as  they  are  very 
hard  to  collect  but  Ro  W.  Earned  expresses  -che  opinion  that  this 
insect  may  be  widely  distributed  in  the  State  already. 

The  so-called  ’’fleas'*  are  so  small  and  active  that  they  are  not 
easily  seen.  The  typical  injury  caused  by  these  pests  is  much  more 
noticeable  than  the  insects  themselves.  In  the  t\TO  Washington 
County  fields  the  injury  was  exactly  similar  to  that  reported  from 
Texas,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia  last  year.  Usually  the  affected 
plants  grow  very  tall  and  put  on  practically  no  limbs  or  fruit.  This 
habit  of  growth  is  very  characteristic,  though  plants  are  occasionally 
stunted  or  dwarfed. by  this  pest.

L,  Thomas  (Aug^ast  l4) : Injury  from  the  cotton  hopper  has 
occurred  in  Henderson  and  Harris  Counties,  hut  in  general  has  been 
reported  only  from  the  northeastern  section  of  the  State® 

C.  B®  iTie:kBls  (August  17):  Hoppers  began  to  migrate  from  cotton  to 
croton  plants  during  the  early  part  of  August  in  the  Piedmont  section. 

Dr®  J.  \'U  Polsom  (August  1?)^  hopper  is  common  in  certain  fields 
in  which  there  are  large  numbers  of  small  blasted  squares,  and  where 
many  hoppers  have  been  seen  in  the  act  of  puncturing  the  small  squares.

1 gallon  of  waker^  This  bran  mash  is  then  thrown  under  buildings, 
among  flowers,  or  any  place  inhabited  by  the  snails.. 

Eight  hundred  pounds  of  this  poisoned-'bran  mash  was  scattered 
in  Beverley  Hills  Nurseries  and  25O  pounds  on  the  Hollenbeck 
Es'sa.te,  with  satisfactory  results.

IHTEHCEPTIOHS 


AlDout  the  first  of  J'jr^e  an  ezpress  pa.rcal  arrived  at  San  Eran- 
cisco,  Calif.,  from  Ha’vohi,  marked  "Jams.”  Upon  examining  it, 
the  collaborators  of  the  Board  fomd  it  to  contsdn  mangos  and 
cooking  bananas.  This  interception  represented  a deliberate 
a.ttempt  to  vioiake  Qnanantine  IS.  The  mangos  mere  fonnd  to 
be  infested  with  maggots  of  the  Mediterranean  frnit  fly.  The 
fruit  was  shipped  in  a pasteboard  box,  thus  affording  every 
opport-unity  for  the  maggots  to  escape.  Steps  have  been  tsloen 
to  bring  about  the  prosecution  of  the  shipper. 

An  identification  wa^s  recently  recei’^^ed  for  specimens  of  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly  ( Ceratitis  capitata)  irhich  were  taken 
by  the  inspectors  at  Boston  on  May  35  from  loquaks  arriving  by 
mail  from  the  Azores.  There  were  three  boxes  of  loquats  in 
the  consignment,  eadi  containing  about  six  quarts.  The  loquats 
were  packed  in  sawdust  and  shredded  corn  husks. 

Since  the  last  Letter  of  Information  was  issued,  several  identi- 
fications have  been  received  for  specimens  of  Anastrepha  ludens 
Loew,  the  Mexican  fmrit  fly,  intercepted  at  Mexican  border  ports 
in  mangos  from  Mexico.  Collections  were  made  at  Brownsville, 

Tex.,  on  June  1:  at  El  Paso Tex.  , on  Thy  13,  and  at  Laredo, 

Tex.  , on  April  14,  May  35,  and  Jwns  3. 

Larvae  and  pupae  of  the  Test  Indian  fruit  fly.  Anas trepha  frater- 
culus  Hied.,  were  found  by  inspectors  at  Philadelphia  on  May  35 
and  at  Hew  York  on  June  11  inf  es ting  mangos  from  Jamaica. 

A larva  and  pupa,  case  of  an  unidentifiable  species  of  Anastrepha 
were  collected  by  inspectors  at  New  Orleans  inside  of  a mango 
from  Spanish  Honduras  on  May  19. 

Thirty-five  fruits  of  cherimojm^  were  brou^t  in  in  the  baggage 
of  a passenger  arriving  at  New  York  from  Peru  on  June  1 wiiich, 
when  fonnd  and  examined  by  an  inspector  of  the  Board,  proved  to 
be  iiofested  with  dipterous  larvae.  Fifteen  larvae  were  collected. 
The  specialist  of  the  Biu-eau  of  Sntomclog:/  could  only  identify 
them  as  to  genus.  They  ivero  classified  as  Anas treuha  sp. 
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
